Moiled Potatoc*. 


Pare potatoes with a sharp vegetable- 


knife, just as thin as possible, for that 
part of the tuber lying close to the skin 
is richest 'in mineral salts, aud put each 
potato as peeled into .1 pan of cold wa- 
ter to prei eut discoloration. Have ready 
meanwhile a kettle of boiling water, 
and when the peeling pioeess is com- 
plete take the potatoes from the cold 
water, aud, covering them with boiling 
salted \vater, set them on the range, 
covered, to boil. Twenty minutes will 
usually suffice, but to test them use a 
gkewer or fork, and when they can be 
pierced easily remove at once from the 
fire, pour off" all the water and set them 
on the back of the range, uncovered, to 
stejm dry, assisting that process occa- 
sionally by a slight shaking of the ket- 
tle. 


If one asks the reason why potatoes 


should always be cooked in boiling wa- 
ter, try the"following experiment for 
proof: Take two cups, in each of which 
has been put a tcaspoouf ul of ordinary 
starch. Pour over one a quarter of a 
cupful of boiling water and over the 
other the same quantity of cold water, 
and observe the result 
The one over 


•which the boiling water was poured 
stays iu shape, a compact mass, while 
the one with the cold water dissolves 
into a soft paste. The potato is largely 
composed of starch, and from this trial 
any one may draw his own conclusions. 
If yon wish a pulpy, watery potato, use 
cold water; but if a dry, mealy, snowy 
ball that would delight the heart of 
Epicurus himself, always use boiling 
water.—New York Commercial.

Itnd the institcsl ions which have been 
buils upon theia lead to outlive their 
nsdFulurss i> well illustrated by tho fre- 
cuency with which the old tcoiicmio 
theory of th* compeiisutory acficm of 
machinery iu industry appt-ars in car- 
reut discussioiss of the problem of the 
unemployed. 


This theory as promulgated by econ- 


omists in the early part of the century, 
holds that all machinery which dis- 
places -Corkers ia any field cf industry 
necessarily sets free an amount ot cap- 
ital adequate to employ the displaced 
workers in the same cr some other field. 
Their displacement in the first instance 
is held to be but a temporary inconven- 
ience to the \vorters at the very •worst, 
and it is an inconvenience which 
is followed 
by substantial reward. 


On account of the eagerness ol the 
Ireed capital ; to employ itself produc- 
tively a new field .of labor will at onca 
be established for the displaced work- 
era, and because of the vast increase in 
.demand brought about by the cheapen- 
I ing of products and the multiplication 
I of, new employments created to satisfy 
i this increased demand, all the result 


of the introduction of machinery in the 
first Instance, the workers will in. the 
long run find themselves not merely as 
well off as they were before their dis- 
placement, but much better off .New 
employments will increase much faster 
than the old ones decrease, and the 
cheapening of products is equivalent to 
an absolute increase in wages. 


This very comfortable theory hele 


the boards until it was exploded by the 
seachutg economic analysis of £ar' 
Man. I very much doubt if any econo 
mist who values his reputation would 
care ~to build much of an argument on 
it today. It nevertheless constantly 
makes its appearance in the disquisi- 
tions of those conservators of the pres- 
ent order who love to play at economics, 
and they continue to invoke its authon 
ty as confidently as though its fallacy 
had never been proved, and seemingly 
without the slightest perception of the 
fact that all of the present facts of in 
dnstry axe against it The editor of the 
Detroit Kews, for instance, apparently 
'considers the mere statement of thi 
theory a sufficient answer to a corre 
spondentwho asked if the prevailing 
hard tunes might not largely be attnL 
| utable to the displacement of working 


men by macmnery 
'.Newmachinery," 


answered tba editor, "does not tend t 
duplace labor in the sen^e of leavin 
tabor without a place. New machinery 
displaces aome laborers, but it make 
new places for them and uew places for 
many more.' 


So far aa economic knowledge is con 


cerned this editor is 75 years behind th 
tunes, and there are thousands like him 
whose knowledge of the living facts o 
today is of no use to them because the 
strive to make those facts fit in wit 
theories once taught as economic truth 
but which have been proved to be fals* 


Labor Commissioner Wright is mor 


guarded and /inch nearer the trut 
when he sums n^> the results oi a ver 
extended inquiry into this very subjec 
aa follows: ''The apparent evils result 
lag from the introduction of machinery 
and the eorsequent subdivision of labor 
to a large extent, of course, are offset

NONSENSE ON THE GRIP. 


GREAT LORD, HOW LONG? 


Condition* In alining Town* Th»t D'a- 


fftmt* the Are mud Country. 


A special committee appointed by 


the legislature of Pennsylvania has been 
nvestigating the conditions in the coal 
ruining towns of the state. Following 
are some of the horrors they encounter- 
ed: 


At the pits of Morgan, Moore & Bain 


at Banning the committee was horri- 
ied.. The miners there, it was stared, 
average 20 cents per day when they 
vcrk. The company houses are simply 
shanties. There is one long one story 
shanty, leaky and unstable, which is 
milt on stilts over a pool of stagnant 
water. Fourteen men and one woman 
live there. The rent is f 6 per mouth. A 
miner named James Foxlives in a room 
ax feet by eight feet, and his furniture 
jonsists of a bciwii and stove, nothing 
ilse. He pays $3 per mouth rent. The 
shanty could be built for $5. Fifty men 
and three women were found living in 


barracks built on piles 
The committee walked to adjoining 


mines and found conditions almost 
equally bad. The personal inspection 
seems to havo convinced the committee 
of the truth of statements made fay wit- 
nesses. 


The committee said the entire town 


is a mockery on civilization. 


At Moon Run the miners have sub- 


sisted for some weeks largely through 
charity. Many families were found liv 
ing on bread and coffee and glad to get 
that. 


The families :are huddled in little red 


company houses, two families in each 
hcuse 


At Shehandoah the committee exam- 


ined 23: witnesses. The hearing elicited 
no facts of importance in addition to 
those brought out by the examinations 
at Mahanoy City, save that much cle>, 
titution exists among the miners. Son'.o 
witnesses thought it wasdue to ah over- 
supply of labor. Others thought a dull 
coal market was the cause, and many 
expressed the opinion that bituminous 
coal competition and discriminating 
freight rates ia favor of bituminous coal 
were thi chief causes of distress. 


Justice ot the Peace M J. Lazier 


was an .interesting witness. He said 
'Full time will not give employment 
to more than three-fourths of the men 
here, which is due to tho increased ancl 


by advantages gained, but it must stand 
as a positive statement, -Rhich cannot 
be successfully controverted, that this 
wonderful introduction and extension 
of power machiner- .s one of the prime 
causes, if not the prime cause; of the 
novel industrial condition in which the 
the manufacturing nations, iind them 


f selves." 


When this compensation theory first 


made its -appearance, industrial condi 
tions were such as to give it a sem- 
blance of truth 
It \i as a time of great 


.industrial; activity, important changes 
were being made in modes of produr 
tion and distribution, and the opportu- 
nities for profitable investment of cap- 
ital in the new labor piocesseswere very 
numerous. Railroads and steamboats in 
transportation, the opening up of new 
mines and more vigorous operation of 
old ones, the increased demand for raw 
materials to supply the needs of the new 
processes that were being introduced, 
all gave a great stimulus to the expan- 
sion of capitalist employments and cre- 
ated a demand for labbr which tended 
to the full absorption of the workers dis- 
placed. The period was one of transi- 
tion to now industrial methods, and 
•while capital was adjusting itself to its 
new basis of operation the new oppor 
tnnities for the employment of labor in- 
creased iu a greater ratio than the old 
opportunities disappeared. 
But ouoe 


capital became firmly settled on its new 
basis, the tendency to bring about teoh 
nical perfection in the processes already 
established outran the extension of those 
processes into new fields, and this strife 
for technical perfection means, if no4 
an absolute decrease in the number of 
workers employed in any given iudus 
try, nt least a very important change iu 
the quality of such workers—women 
and children take the places of adult 
males.

trfivk 
m" VlPiUJAG tlf

but only ona or two of its BnbdiTisions. 
For instance, tha first application of ran- 
cbincry to olothmaking was to tho spin- 
ning cf yarn. Yarn.waa thus supplio. 
so cheaply and abundantly that the de- 
mand for weavers was greatly stimu- 
lated, aud the number of hand loom 
weavers increased enormously. This 
proceed continued until tho wliolti of 
this particular industry wan attacked 
and conquered. Thu number of hand 
loom weavers continued; to increase uc- 
til tha appearance of tbo power loom, 


improved producing capacity of the col- 
leries. They are working i»t leust 30 per 
cent below their producing capacity, 
and they c:m produce in about eighc 
months all the coal required for a year's 
supply in the markets. The primary 
cause of the distress here is the general 
depression iu the country, aggravated by 
the crowding of people into the co:il 
regions."

In order to understand the !>oinewhat 


iucorupreheasiblu pulioy of Bussia in 
the present Balkan crisis note should 
be taken of the fact that despite the 
protests of the German emperor Bulga- 
ria- is showing herself hostile to the 
Turks in a pronounced manner, while 
tho Montenegrins are engaged iu slaugh- 
tering swine in the mosques by way of 
defiance to the Moslems.

Tljo Doelwyck, the 
Dutch vessel 


which, after having been freighted by 
French firms with arms and ammuni- 
tion for Emperor Munelek, was captured 
by Italian cruisers in the Eed sea and 
taken as a prize to Massaua, has now 
been liberated and has sailed for Dji- 
bouti, where tbo cargo of guns and car- 
tridges will bo handed over to the Abys- 
sinian authorities. Italy has thus been 
obliged not only to restore tho cargo, 
but also to pay a large indemnity to the 
negus. 


Canada's government- has just con- 


cluded an arrangement with Mess-re. 
Peterson. Tate £ Co. of Newcastle for 
a fast transatlantic service. The con- 
tract is for ten years, and it involves 
an siunual state subsidy of $750,000, 
divided in the proportions of two-thirds 
and one-third between the Dominion 
and tho imperial government. The serv- 
ice is to be conducted by four steamers 
of 10,000 tons register each capable of 
doing 22 knots per hour. The contract 
stipulates that 150 emigrants shall be 
carried to Canada on each trip at tho 
low rate of $15 a head.

to throw the point of leverage out near 
the periphery of the flywheel, and even 
farther if he likes, and that with each 
successive move outward he gains in ef- 
fective leverage without a diminution 
of ispecd either of tho engine crank or 
of tbo power wheel. Ho also asserts 
that for the first time in the history of 
mechanics he has produced a contriv- 
ance which will give a continuous lev- 
erage in tho line of motion. 


Differential gearing is always com- 


plex and a little difficult to understand, 
but with the aid of the illustrations 
this unique device may be followed. 
First, the big flywheel is loosely mount- 
ed on tho crank bearing shaft of tho 
axle, to which power is applied by the 
piston of tho engine. On this game 
crank shaft is also solidly mounted a 
gear or cogwheel which engages with a 
second gear, knowu as the idler, and 
this gear again turns a third one. 


The beautiful part of the-whole thing, 


wherein the meat of the claimed advan- 
tage lies, is that the two rear gear 
wheels can be modified in size with 
some very curious results. As long as 
their diameters are increased or de- 
creased in equal propoitions tlie cr<:iik 
shaft and the flywheel always ke^p the 
same relative speed—that is, two revo- 
lutions of the crank to one entire revo- 
lution of the flywheel. 


As (be inventor looks at it—and ap- 


parently it seems to be an indisputable 
fact—if he enlarges the. two back wheels 
to twice a former diameter h<i must, 
from,necessity, throw the point which 
turns the big wheel farther out from its 
center, thus gaining greater leverage, 
because the power is applied neaier the 
periphery of the flywheel. 


He performs another feat in mechan- 


ical gymnastics by letting the fixed 
wheel remain at a given size nnd alters 
the diameter of the third gear with the 
startling result of actually increasing 
the speed of tbe flywheel when he in- 
creases the size of this gear, though he 
has apparently at the same time in- 
creased the effective leverage on the fly- 
wheel by again moving the point to- 
ward its circumference. 


Thero is no doubt that the inventor 


has, 
with wonderful ingenuity, hit up- 


on a device which is startlingly novel 
in its movement, but whether he has 
discovered a means of creating aii un- 
limited amount of power from veiy 
small beginnings, or. technically ex- 
pressed, will make his mechanism, de- 
velop a vastly greater amount of power 
111 foot pounds than that which is re- 
quired to drive it, remains for the pres- 
ent a very interesting problem which 
engineers will solve favorably or unfa- 
vorably within the next few months. 


If the decision should be a favorable 


one, 
tho realization of the most vivic 


and fantastic dreams cf a inechaniea 
Utopia lias at last been reached. It 
would mean practically that a 5 horse 
power engine could be mado to develop 
JOO horsepower, or, for that matter, 
any amount of energy, limited only by
